World-Beating Aviator Surpasses 
Previous Exploits for Time and Dis- 
fance Flights—Cuts Figure ‘‘8’’ 
With His Aeroplane. 


ASHINGTON, Sept. ll—In 
W fight lasting one hour, ten min- 

utes and twenty-six seconds, 
Orville Wright late today surpassed all 
his previous exploits for a time and 
distance flight for a heavier-than-air 
machine. 

Two flights were made at Fort Myer, 
Va., toflay, the first being of ten min- 
utes and fifty seconds duration, for the 
purpose of showing what rate of speed 
he had been traveling during his long 
flights of the past three days. 

DEMONSTRATES SPEED. 

Today's test demonstrated, according 
to the aviator’s calculations, that the 
speed of the aéroplane during the rec- 
ord-breaking flights of Wednesday and 
Thursday was 39.55 miles an hour. 

Mr. Wright arrived at the testing 
grounds at Fort Myer at 4 o'clock, 
and immediately prepared to make a 
flight. He had been in conference with 
Lieut. Sweet, the representative of the 
navy at the atronautical tests, in con- 
nection with the plans of the naval 
branch of the service for adopting 
aéroplanes. 

The weather was ideal, and Mr. 
Wright lost no time, 9 

Before making the Grst flight, Mr. 
Wright said: 

“Tt want to take a flight of about ten 
minutes in order to see how my pres- 
ent speed compares with what I made 
at Kitty Hawk, N. C.“ 

CUTS FIGURE “8.” | 

Starting at 4:41 the aéroplane made 
nine rounds of the drill grounds, 
‘landing within a few feet of the 
thousand or more spectators. 

To those who have witnessed Mr. 
Wright's flights from the beginning, 
the results, marvelous as they are, are 
now regarded as a matter of course, 
but the majority of those who wit- 
nessed today’s long flight were roused 
to great enthusiasm when the aviator 
for the third successive day broke his 
previous record.

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MINES AND MINING. 


LUCY GRA T 
WILL SHIP. 


Lincoln County Mine Being 
Quietly Developed. 


Now Considering Erection of 
Ten- Stamp Mill. 


Alunite Is the Latest in the 
Boom Camps. 


The Lucy Gray mine, three miles 
from Lyons, on the Salt Lake Rail- 
road, and 283 miles east of Los An- 
geles, will commence shipping its high- 
grude ore before the end of the present 
month, and its management hopes to 
maintain that policy for some time to 
come. 

The property wes located three years 
ago by K. N. Bright and was subse- 
quently passed to the Lucy Gray Gold 
Mining Company, controlled by the lo- 
cator, his brother, T. L. Bright, J. W. 
Seiders and Meir, personal friends and 
relatives in Indiana. Development has 
been steadily prosecuted for two years 
and, with 1100 feet of underground 
work accomplished, enoygh milling 
material has been placed in sight to 
warrant the erection of a mill. The 
management is now considering the 
installation of a ten-stamp Nissen 
plant and will commence construction 
as soon as negotiations for necessary 
capital have been completed in Indiana. 

The main working shaft, equipped 

with a sixteen-horse-power gasoline 
hoist, has ow reached the 200-foot 
mark and is still being pushed down. 
At the 100-foot level the south dri 
on the vein has reached a total length 
of 190 feet. For 150 feet it passed 
through a continuous shoot of good 
milling ore and at that point ran into 
ten inches of high-grade from which 
averages up to $143 a ton are secured. 
This is still showing in the face with 
two or three feet of $20 milling ore. 
The high-grade streak will now be 
—— down and shipped to the smel- 
er. 
The management has already placed 
an order for pipe in which to convey 
water from a bountiful spring three 
miles away, in anticipation of early 
commencement of mill construction. B. 
X. Dawson, formerly president and 
manager of the company, is no longer 
connected with it in any way. T. L 
Bright, retary and treasurer of the 
concern, has just returned to the mine 
after spending ten days in Los Angeles 
and Long Beach. 


Alunite the Latest. 

Weary of the semi-somnolence which 
comes with development of its agri- 
cultural and artesian resources, Las 
Vegas, Nev., which acquired a taste 
for mining during the Greenwater 
boom, is now mothering a boom of 
its own and offers alunite to the world 
as a coming rival of Cripple Creek and 
Goldfield. The new camp is situated 
in a long. dry wash leading to the 
Colorado River, some twenty-three 
miles southeast of the little Nevada 
town. Whether or not there is any 
thing prophetic in 23“ remains to be 
proven. It is said that a New Tork 
company, under the management of 
Robert T. Hill, has been quietly de- 
veloping the district for several month 
and is now convinced of its value. A 
company known as the Alunite Min- 
ing Company has been formed and the 
first news of the camp is now finding 
its way into the columns of the local 
press. It is said that the rush is al- 
ready beginning and the prediction is 
made that 3000 people will be in the 
district before March, 1909. Inquiry at 
Las Vegas discloses no element of 
sensationalism in the atmosphere 
though several fortune hunters heve 
quietly left to ascertain the facts for 
themselves. The district first com- 
manded attention as Railroad Pass 
over twenty years ago, but nothing of 
great commercial value was found.

ON GREAT CANAL. 

YUMA (Ariz.) Sept. 9.—Preparations 
are being made for placing a large 
force of men and teams on the great 
canal, which will parallel the Colorado 
River on the California side, from the 
Laguna dam down to opposite Yuma, 
where the water will be carried under 
‘the river by a great concrete syphon. 
There is some speculation also whether 
the canal wil] not be extended farther 
into California, to irrigate lands be- 
yond the Indian reservation. A con- 
siderable length of the right of way 
has been cleared during the summer, 
mainly by Indians, who seem to care 
itte for the heat, but the horses and 
mules of the Reclamation Service have 
been worked only for a part of the 
time. The Laguna dam is to be com- 
pleted next year, and fast work will 
be required if Yuma is connected by 
canal with the dam within a year. 

Yuma and vicinity experienced a 
terrific wind and rain storm last 
Wednesday. The home of Supervisor 
Kent was struck by lightning, and a 
score of immense cottonwood trees 
were uprooted. The Baptist church 
Was twisted on its foundations, 
the Christian church, a very light 
structure, was blown down. Roofs were 
hun from two powder-houses south 
of the town, but there was no explo- 
sion. A section-house was unroofed 
and a large barn of J. I. Lee's ranch 
was demolished to the extent of $600.

FLAMES RC(R 
UP CANYONS. 


Desperate Fire Fighters Do 
not Succeed. 


Square Miles of Watershed| 


Are Burned Over. 


Rev. Mr. Ward Tells H 
He Started Blaze. 


Sweeping over the summit of Sis- 
ter Elsie Mountains, northwest of La 
Crescenta, the brush fire which de- 
_stroyead two houses Thursday, laid 
waste a great portion of the Los An- 
geles watershed along the upper Ar- 
royo Seco Cafion yesterday. 

In spite of every effort of the forest 
rangers, assisted by eighty fire fighters, 
the fire was still burning at an early 
hour this morning. Reinforcements 
were sent to the scene of the confia- 
gration at various times during the 
day from Pasadena and near-by vil- 
lages, but the hot weather, combined 
with a light breeze, balked their ef- 
forts to block the flames. 

Forest Ranger Stanfield telephoned 
from La Crescenta early last evening 
that the conditions during the night 
would be favorable to fire fighting, and 
that if all went well they would have it 
blocked on the west by daylight. He 
had not been in the reserve to the 
north and did not know how the men 
were faring on that side, but judged 
by the column of smoke that came over 
the mountains they were having 
enough to keep them busy. 

Early yesterday morning the smol- 
dering brush along the edge of the 
area laid waste Thursday burst into 
flames. The first trouble occurred near 
the ranch of Sam Hope. one and a half 
miles northeast of La Crescenta. Vig- 
orous back firing saved this ;-lace and 
Sent the fire into the mountains. Then 
the attertior. of the rangers was cailed 
to the west side of the valley, and 
from that time the fire burned with 


GREAT AREA BURNED. 

About four square miles of country 
Was burned over, according to the es- 
timates of the rangers. Many of the 
citizens of La Crescenta who fought 
the fire away fren their homes on 
Thursday and answered the call to 
keep it out of the reserve on the fol- 
lowing night, were confined to their 
beds yesterday from exhaustion. 

This left the rangers short-handed 
and a call for aid was sent out. Two 
tallyhos loaded with men were sent 
from Pasadena in response to the call, 
one by the Board of Trade and the 
Other by Fire Warden Morgan. Many 
individuais, hearing of the call, hurried 
to the valley on wheels, in wagons 
and by auto to help in the fight. 

A survey of the damage done to the 
ranches in the valley by Thursday's 
fire showed that very few nad escaped. 
The orchard of Sam Merrill was se- 
verely scorched around the edges, and 
his home only escaped by about sev-

REFUSES ASSISTANCE. 
FIRE FIGHTERS DENILD. 

Early yesterday afternoon, when the 
fire was at its height, a call was sent 
to this city for 200 men. There was a 
report that the fire was spreading in 
the direction of the Tejunga watershed, 
from which Los Angeles derives con- 
siderable water. 

Superintendent Mulholland of the 
City water department was appealed 
to, but he declined to send help. 

“The damage to our watersheds from 
these brush fires is greatly exaggerat- 
ed, and on the other hand I don't care 
to put any of my men in the danger 
they would have to face while fighti 
a brush fre,“ sald Mr. Mulholland. “ 
don't believe it is within the power of 
man to stop one of these fires until 
they get good and ready to stop, and 
so I am not going to send an- help.“ 

“I know that my stand in this mat- 
ter is not supported by any of the 
forest rangers but I have come to this 
decision in regard to the damage done 
by brush fires, from observation. 

“We have these fires every year, 
among the underbrush along the coast 
range. I have made close observation 
of the burned areas, the next year, 
and on the years following, during the 
past twenty years. I find that on the 
year following a fire there is a thick 
growth, more than half as high as 
the brush that burned, and much 
thicker. The next year it is still more 
dense and so on for two or three years, 
until it has reached its average 
growth, when it becomes dry in sum- 
mer and then there is liable to be an- 
other fire. 

“If a portion of the watershea Lurns 
off each year, then there is always a 
large majority of the shed covered with 
12 green growth that will defy any 


CANNOT PREVENT FIRES. 
“If we could prevent fires, this con- 
Gition of things would not exist, but 
experience has taught us that we can- 


get started. 

“In my opinion it is better to have 
a fire every year, which burns off a 
practically small area, than to go sev- 
eral years without one, and then have 
a big one denuding the whole water- 
shed at once. I have come to these 
conclusions in the face of contrary 
opinions on the part of all the forestry 
men in Southern California. Ot 
course yhere the fire destroys grown 
trees, it is to be deplored, as we need 
all our trees and more. But for the 
most part these yearly fires are con- 
fined to brush covered districts and 
are not among the forests. 

“The other point which I want to 
bring out is the danger in fighting 


tect themselves by wide fire breaks 
and keep the brush down near them. 
A man cut off from escape by a line 
of brush fire has no chance whatever. 
The men at the south portal of the 
Elizabeth Lake tunnel think that I am
